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Recently, ANN SCHEIN gave an extraordinary series of six 
concerts of the music of Chopin in New York's Alice Tully 
Hall, which drew capacity crowds, elicited standing ovations 
and sent press and public away raving about Miss Schein as 
a Chopin interpreter. 

This achievement actually inaugurated the second phase of 

a career that began brilliantly in 1959, when the 19 year 
old American burst into headlines with a group of Kapp 
Records. The veteran impresario Sol Hurok made immediate 
capital of it, booking the young "piano princess" ona 
succession of American and European tours which included 
annual recitals in most of the major cities as well as solo 
appearances with the New York and Los Angeles Philharmonics 
and the symphony orchestras of Philadelphia, Chicago and 
Cleveland, the BBC Symphony, the London Philharmonic and 
London Symphony, the Hallé Orchestra and other important 
orchestras on both sides of the Atlantic.
